Mental Health Center Proposed 


An urgent call for contri- 
butions to the purposed 1.2 
million dollar Palm Beach 
County Comprehensiye Men- 
tal Health Center was made 
by Dr. Edward Eissey, chair- 
man of the board of the 
CMHC, Inc., and Mrs. Mary 
DeGraw. 

“We must have $500,000 in 
hand or promised before June 
1 of this year," Dr. Eissey, 
principal of Howell Watkins 
Junior High School, Palm 
Beach Gardens, said. “To date 
we have just over $130,000 in 
the fund, which leaves before 
us a terrific, urgent job. We 
need the support of every re- 
sident of Palm Beach County 

we need their contribu- 
tions whether it be one dollar 
or a thousand dollars or more. 
The money must be raised in 
order for us to remain eligi- 
ble for federal matching funds. 

“Mental illness is America's 
number one health problem 
and Palm Beach County's num 
ber one health problem. One 
of every seven persons in 
Palm Beach County will be in- 
volved with mental illness in 
some degree in their lifetime. 
We need this center badly 
to help residents with mental 
and emotional problems be- 
fore they develop into com- 
plete mental illness cases.

We must all send our 
contributions into the mental 
health headquarters, 909 Fern 
Street, West Palm Beach, as 
son as possible, 

Dr. Eissey pointed out that 
over $2 per cent of all hospital 
beds throughout the county 
and the nation are occupied by 
persons in the mental illness 
Category. He said doctor's de- 
clare that of every two pat 
ents that visit them have psy- 
chological problems “W e 


must keep in mind also,” he 
asserted, “that sixty percent of 
mentally ill patients, hospitaliz- 
ed for thirty days can return 
10 their homes and occupations 

"The board of the CMHC 
has been working diligently 
toward the raising of this huge 
sum of money,” said Dr. Eis- 
sey, "but we cannot do it a- 
lone. We have sent out a let- 
ter to all of the major civic 
clubs requesting mental health 
programs. We have excellent 
people — experts in the MH 
field — to bring the vital mes- 
sage of mental illness and our 
need for this center squarely 
before them. 

"We also, under the direct 
supervision and work of Mrs 
Ralph Rubinger, have had con- 
structed a 15-foot high display 
which has been circulating 
throughout West Palm Beach 
and other area's in the county 
Palm Beach Junior College 
service clubs — The Civenet- 
tes, The Civitan, The Circle 
K and Kay-Ettes — are solic- 
iting contributions at the loca- 
tion of the display. Soom they 
will go door-to-door in Lake 
Worth in an effort to raise 
funds.

A University of Nebraska 
Experiment Station soon will 
be field testing a system of ra- 
dio controls for the farm trac- 
tor — sans driver — to take 
over routine tillage tasks.
